Prom ptly a t th e hour an­ 
nounced bv th e 
N ews R e vie w yester­ 
day. M anley’s band moved out from 
city hall, raaklOAi m erry music over 
the route scheduled and haltlm r a t 
the 
McKinley club 
headquarters, 
which were handsom ely detiorated. 
M embers of th e E ast Llverp(M» l club, 
the W ellsville M cKinley club and 
some few m em bers of th e Sallnevllle 
club were In line. 
T he escort then 
moved out 
F ifth 
to 
W ashington, 
WashluKtoD to .Sixth, out Sixth to 
Colonel T aylor’s residence, m archin,; 
in colum n of twos, 
A rrlvtn« a t T ay­ 
lor’s, Governor 
M cKinley and 
the 
m em bers of th e central com m ittee 
were picked up, and th e marchinK es­ 
cort, 
precedlmr 
the 
conveyances, 
moved out Sixth to .Monroe, down 
.Monroe to F ifth, up F ifth to th e rink, 
th e Kovernor lieln« cheered to the echo 
all alouk th e line, w hile fireworks 
llkhted up th e surruundlnk» in nice 
style, 
A num ber of residences and 
buildinkH were decorated In a superb 
m anner, prom inent amon« th is num ­ 
ber being those of W. L. Sm ith, John 
J. Purlnton, Joseph Bros.’ private res­ 
idence, T aylor’s. Audobon club, W. H. 
B runt, J. T. King. Phrunlx club. F irst 
N ational bank, Colum bian club. 
T h e rink was In splendid condition 
last night, those in charge of atfairs 
having th e stoves In full play from 
early in the m orning, and th e tem per­ 
ature was about rig h t for comfort. 
T he decorations were in good taste. 
Back of the speakers’stand was draped 
in bunting and m iniature flags, w ith 
portraits of M cKinley on the right, 
Busbnell In th e center and Foraker on 
the left. 
“ M cKinley,” in large let­ 
ters, formed of flags, greeted th e eye 
as one entered th e rink, while electric 
lights, Chinese lanterns, bunting and 
a liberal display of sm all flags, made 
a very pretty effect. 
i)ne hundred 
vice presidents, representative ilepub- 
licans, occupleti th e stage in rear of 
the speaker, w hile th e representatives 
of th e press were as busy as the pro­ 
verbial busy bees, eager to catch all 
th e pertinent points, facts and figures, 
as they dropped from th e lips of th e 
man whom th e nation delights to 
honor. 
A t 8 :05 o’clock Governor McKinley 
reached the rink, where he received 
an ovation. 
A t 8 :20. C hairm an W. 
V. Blake Introduced th e speaker In a 
brief and happy speech, and the vast

Mr. Chairm an, ladies and gentle­ 
men, fellow citizens—My coming to 
E ast Liverpool Is to me m uch like a 
hom ecom ing. 
1 have been lourney- 
log here now for more th an 20 
y ea rs, 


and you have alw ays given me cordial 
welCAime and greeting. 
Allow m e to 
express my appreciation of th e kind­ 
ness accorded me, not only in th e 
years gone oy, out a t m e present 
tim e. On next Tuesday th e people of 
O hio have a sacred dutv to perform , a 
duty which rests upon each and every 
citizen voter. 
U nder our form of gov­ 
ernm ent, the citizen m akes th e laws 
w hich control th e nation. 
In th is we 
differ from any governm ent in the 
world. 
But you will rem em ber th a t 
th e individual does not form th is gov­ 
ernm ent; it is th e aggregation of in­ 
dividuals, and as th is aggregation de­ 
cides,on Tuesday next, th e question as 
to which of th e g reat parties shall 
control th is sta te will be settled. 
An 
old axiom hiis It th a t the life of th is 
nation is in its schrxfls; but to carry 
th is axiom to its fullest realization, 
we should say th a t th e life of th is 
g re at republic rests in th e com bination 
of our schools and a pure bome life 
T h e truest form of gorgl governm ent, 
in th is g reat land, its corner stone, 
rests in th e bom e life of the A m erican 
people, where w orth and virtue pro­ 
vide wholesome and exalted princi­ 
ples. 
T here comes from such hom es a 
m ost helpful and healthful influence, 
and I am th ankful, from th e bottom 
of my heart, for th is glorious A m eri­ 
can home, w here th e inm ates w orship 
a t a common a lta r and serve a com ­ 
mon God. 
A healthful public sentim ent is 
greatly to be desired, and we are m ak­ 
ing public sentim ent here tonig h t. 
I t rests w ith you, my fellow citizens, 
as to where th is public se ntim e nt 
shall lead, and w hat th e outcom e 
shall be in th e present g reat political 
contest; g reat in more th an one ^ense, 
as vital interests of the nation are a t 
stake. 
Governor Cam pbell is very anxious 
th a t state Issues shall be th e principal 
topic of th is cam paign, and Democ­ 
racy in general Is vefy anxious th a t 
sta te Issue » shall control. T h e Demo­ 
crats In C olum biana county are deeply 
Interested along th e sam e line. 
B ut 
th e leaders and th e rank and file of 
th e grand old R epublican party are 
aw ake and not to be caught napping. 
T hey understand to 
a nicety th e 
cause of this g rea t anxiety on th e part 
of th eir D em ocratic brethren, and 
well know th a t th e side show sta te Is­ 
sue is being worked for th e purpose of 
draw ing a tte ntion from th e actions of 
th e present national adm inistration, 
as th e actions of th is sam e national 
D em ocratic adm inistration will not 
T>ear the lig h t of honest scrutiny and 
keen inspection. 
Governor Cam pbell says th a t th e 
.Seventieth and Seventv-flrst general 
assem blies were w asteful In th e use of 
public money. 
W hat is th e tru th in 
th e premises? Campbell says th a t th e 
assem blies 
m entioned 
used 
more 
money 
th an 
did 
th e 
Sixty- 
ninth , 
w hich 
was 
D em ocratic. 
T h is 
state m ent 
is 
correct; 
but 
th e whole tru th is not broug h t to 
lig h t. 
T he .Sixty-ninth spent more 
money th an th e Sixty-eighth. 
T h e 
Sixty-eighth spent 
more th a n 
th e 
Sixth-seventh. 
T h e 
Sixty-seventh 
spe nt more th a n th e SIxty-alxMi, T h e 


whole truth , w hich Governor C am p­ 
bell does not tell, is th a t Increased 
population and Increased needs de­ 
m anded Increased expenses, therefore 
dem anded more money. 
You well 
know th a t nr» t long since th e peniten­ 
tiary a t Colum bus was crowded, and 
th a t it becam e necessary. In th e in­ 
terests of h um anity to erect anrrther 
building, where young crim inals, not 
hardened and unused to crim e, m ig h t 
lie sent, and wiiere It was possible to 
reform and m ake of tstm eof them , a t 
least, g(K» d citizens—useful men and 
women. 
W hen 1 bEx;aine governor of 
th is grand com m onw ealtti, half a m il­ 
lion of dollars trad been expended in 
th e erection of th is new building. 
1 
recom m ended th a t th e seventieth as­ 
sembly should m ake a large appropria­ 
tion for th is building, a much larger 
appropriation th a n th a t of the Slxtv- 
ninth 
general 
assembly. 
I 
also 
recom m ended 
th a t 
tne 
Heventy- 
flrst 
general 
assembly 
should 
m ake a large appropriation. 
Large 
appropriations were also recom mended 
for 
th e benefit 
of O hio’s Insane 
asylum, in order th a t th e patients 
m ight have th e very best of medical 
treatm entr—th is In th e nam e of a 
common hum anity. 
T he appropria­ 
tions of th e .Seventieth assembly were 
greater 
In 
th is particular 
th an 
were those of th e SIxty-nlnth assem ­ 
bly—a D em ocratic assem bly. 
I ask 
you, in th e nam e of a comm on hu­ 
m anity, 
should 
we have curtailed 
these expenditures for th e care of th e 
insane. 
(Ltiud cries of “ nono.”) You 
m ust take care of th e unfortunate ; It 
is your boundeo duty. 
Then a nice sum of money was 
rec/ommended for th e benefit of th e 
Ohio asylum for epileptics, and a g reat 
and grand work has been accom plished 
therein. 
It Is a noble ch arity, and is 
the only asylum of th e kind, under 
goveronieDtal auth ority, in th e world. 
H undreds of noble men, throug h its 
beneficent care, have iieen returned to 
happy homes. 
T hen we appropriated •8.'>,000 to pay 
off the W ayne county bonds. 
T h ere 
was com petition over an agricultural 
station, and W ayne county bid th e 
sum of •8 5,000; th is was th e liest offer 
made, and W ayue county got it. T hen 
W ayne county w ent to CampiieU and 
asked D em ocratic auth ority to issue 
brrnds in th e sum of •85,0(K), and a 
I>emocratic legislature granted th e 
plea. A R epublican legislature would 
have done th e sam e th ing, of course. 
T he biinds 
were th en sold. 
T he 
suprem e court th en d<K:ided th a t said 
bonds were no giKjd, and we appro­ 
priated 18 5,000 to save th e honor of 
Ohio. 
Did we do wrong. 
(Cries of 
“ OE>-no.”) 
T hen we appropriated 117 6,000, in 
order th a t th e sta te of Ohio m ight 
make a creditable exh ibit a t th e g reat 
exhibition a t Chicago. 
T h e govern­ 
m ent of th e U nited .States had in­ 
vi t e th e world to com pete. 
We bad 
just pride in our grand old Buckeye 
com m onw ealth, and we resolved th a t 
Ohio should not be in th e background. 
T be result was th a t we won utore 
prem ium s th a n any oth er sta te in tbe 
Union. T hen we appropriated 19 0,000 
to erect m ooum ents on th e ba ttle 


field of C liickam auga. 
Kvery sta te in 
tire Union which liad soldiers on tlia t 
terrible field was engaged In erecting 
m onum ents to tlic fallen lierrs-s. Olilo 
had more soldiers In th a t ba ttle tiian 
any oth er sta te save Ten nessee. 
< )ne- 
flfth of th e living, the dead and tire 
dying were from Ohio. 
1 was never 
so proud of my sta le as when, some 
six weeks ago, I stood on tti<.t field 
and (N)unted 55 m oinuuients erected 
to Ohio soldiers, 
I sltssl 
where 
Orlouel Opedyke stood on tlia t m em ­ 
orable stMTond day of th e conflict, wiieri 
grand old Fap Thom as cam e riding 
up to him and said: 
“Colonel O pedyke you m ust hold 
this point; it m ust tie held a t all 
hazards.” 
And th e g allant C/olonel 
made th a t m eniorabie reply: 
“G eneral Thom as, we will hold tills 
line, or go up to heaven from it.” 
T hus we aENü ount for our approiiria- 
tions. 
N ot a dollar, not a penny had 
been expended dishonestly; we ac­ 
counted for every cent. We were com­ 
pelled to finally secure half a million 
of dollars. 
T h e rea.Hon we w anted It 
was because we needed it; and we 
needed 
It bad. 
D em ocratic 
hard 
tim es had caused our netid; deprecia­ 
tion of property had caused tire re­ 
ceipts from taxes to b<r much less, and 
th e revenues were Insurhclent to m eet 
th e c urrent expenses. 
And so we 
iKirrowed half a m illion dollars; and 
we borrowed It for two and not for .M) 
years; and we gave but th ree iier cent, 
and not four and five per cent, like 
unto our D em ocratic breth ren; and 
we borrowed It from our own people 
and not from a foreign syndicate. T he 
R epublican party never cared much 
for such substitutes, eith er in tim e of 
peace or in th e tim e of war. (H inging 
applause, and a voice from out the 
audience, “ and It never w ill.”) 
I’ll 
take care of th e sta te and her inter­ 
ests until next January, by your per­ 
mission, and then I ’ll turn it over to 
th e g allant Asa Bushnell. No general 
assembly dare Interfere w ith local In­ 
terests. 
T be piHiple m ust first ask fur 
it, and when they ask for it, It m ust 
be for tbe benefit of public Institu­ 
tions. 
We bavé issued bonds in the 
la st th ree years th a t we need not 
have issued. 
And why? T h e general 
assembly issued them th a t th e money 
m ight be used in th e Im provem ent of 
public parks, for th e very reason, and 
for th a t reason alone, th a t thousands 
of idle and suffering men m ig h t secure 
em ploym ent and th us earn enough 
money to keep th e wolf from th e drxjr. 
A nd th is issue of bonds was rendered 
an absolute necessity on tuxount of 
D em ocratic Inefficiency and crim inal 
blundering. 
T he public iustitutioiis 
of f)hio were never in better condition 
th a n they are tfjday. They are honestly 
and honorably controlled. 
T h e g reat 
public Interest/S have received more 
c:areful a tte ntion th an they have for 
years. T he m ust rigid investigation 
of flnaocial affairs has been rjourted, 
and th ree representative Republicans, 
associated 
w ith th ree r e pr ^ ntive 
D em ocrats, men of unim peachable in­ 
teg rity and probity, have declared 
th a t affairs could not be in a more 
satisfactory condition. 
T h ere are no 
d ark corners in w hich to hide dis- 


! honorable secrets In th e executive de­ 
pa rtm e nt of our stale governm ent. 
W’e now w ant them to talk about 
sta te affairs. 
B ut the 
lAemocraey 
does not w ant you 
to talk alxiut 
national affairs, or alxiut tire awful 
condition of affairs down a t Waslilng- 
ton. We w ant you to hs>k very closely 
Into th e condition of affairs a t Colum­ 
bus, as tliey will bear th e very closest 
scrutiny, and our Demcicratlc brethren 
know it full well. 
I'm free to say th a t 1 do not like the 
Cleveland adm inistration, and I am 
not alone in th is dislike. 
It disgusts 
Republicans and I» eniocrals. 
1 don’t 
like th e G ornran-W llson-sugar-trust 
bill. 
T here is no A tuerit au flag in it. 
It was m ade in tire Interest of C anada 
and Kuroite, and not in th e interest of 
tlie U nited S tates, and th e m an who 
made it made it w ith th a t int.ention. 
It Is free trad e in sjs» tsand protection 
in spots 
Frotectlon In tlie south and 
free trad e in th e n(>rth. 
.Stiuth Caro­ 
lina Iras rice a t H.'» cents and Ohio 
nothing on wrsrl. 
T he farm ers of this 
section knr» w just w hat tliey lost— 
know more atiout it th an 1 can tell 
tiiem ; tliey have kept a stric t account 
and wtU dem and a reckoning in due 
tim e; tliey know w ltat tliey liave lost 
and they know how to get it back. 
1 d on't like th e tariff law wliicii re- 
|s*aled tire retdprocity feature of IH96. 
a feature intruduced by tlra t grand 
m an and siatesm an, .lam es C. Blaine, 
and carried lnt« » su« lt splendid consum ­ 
m ation by B enjaiidn H arrison. 
Htrcl-

Again it was reduc.ed to 
siXuV-two riilllions, and anoth er bond 
issue was necessary, m aking a total of 
about one hundred and seventy-five 
m illions of txmds Issued bv th is astute 
financier, and still th e reserve only 
reaches th e sum of iilnety-four m ill­ 
ions. Home th ree hundred m illions in 
bonds have been Issued since the 4 th 
of M arch I89.'{, and th ere are still one 
hundred and slxtv-tw o m illions on 
tbe m arket, on which we are paying 
four and five per cent Interest. Grover 
is like th e m an who was determ ined 
to tie honest and pay his debts, even if 
he had U> borrow money to do It. 
W hat will th e H epublican party do 
when It again 
conies Into power? 
W hat It always has done—hold up the 
credit of th e country. 
I don’t know 
just w h at rate of tariff we will put on; 
but It will lie an Am erican tariff from 
top to bottom : a tariff which will pro­ 
te c t th e entire nation, north and 
south; tariff on everything we pro­ 
duce ourselves; free trade for every­ 
th ing we need and don’t produce.

B ut th is was not satisfactory 
to tbe interrogator, and be pressed 
th e subject, until th e president, w ith 
th e appearance of deep th oug h t con­ 
trolling him ,soberly said, “ W ell—well; 
1 tbink a m an’s legs should be about 
long enough to reach from his body 
to th e ground.”

Governor McKinley Receives an 


Enthusiastic Welcome. 
---------- 
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Speaking Figures. 
---------- 
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Governor McKinley 
arrived last 
night on the 6:10 train, att 
per 
Grogram, and was escorted to Colonel 
John N. Taylor’s home bv the mem 
hers of the central Republican com 
mittee. 
Promptly at the hour ail 
nounced bv the N e w s R e v i e w yester 
day, Manley’s band moved out from 
city hall, making merry music over 
the route scheduled and halting at. 
the 
McKinley club 
headquarters 
which were handsomely decorated 
Members of the East Liverpool club 
the Wellsville McKinley club aud 
some few members of the Salineville 
club were in line. The Escort then 
moved out Fifth 
to 
Washington, 
Washington to Sixth, out Sixth u 
Colonel Taylor’s residence, marching 
in column of twos. 
Arriving at Tay­ 
lor's, Governor McKinley and the 
members of the central committee 
were picked up, and the marching es 
cort, 
preceding 
the 
conveyances, 
moved out Sixth to Monroe, down 
Monroe to Fifth, up Fifth to the rink, 
the governor being cheered to the echo 
all along the line, while fireworks 
lighted up the surroundings in nice 
style. A number of residences and 
buildings were decorated in a superb 
manner, prominent among this num­ 
ber being those of W. L. Smith, John 
J. Purlnton, Joseph Pros.’ private res­ 
idence, Taylor’s, Audobon club, W. II. 
Brunt, J. T. King, Phoenix club, First 
National bank, Columbian club. 
The rink was in splendid condition 
last night, those In charge of affairs 
having the stoves in full play from 
early In the morning, and the temper­ 
ature was about right for comfort. 
The decorations were in good taste. 
Back of the speakers’ stand was draped 
□ bunting and miniature Hags, with 
portraits of McKinley on the right, 
Bushnell in the center and Forakeron 
the left. 
“McKinley.” in large let­ 
ters, formed of flags, greeted the eye 
as one entered the rink, while electric 
lights, chinese lanterns, bunting and 
a liberal display of small flags, made 
a very pretty effect. One hundred 
vice presidents, representative Repub­ 
licans. occupieo the stage In rear of 
the speaker, while the representatives 
of the press were as busy as the pro­ 
verbial busy bees, eager to catch all 
the pertinent points, facts and figures, 
as they dropped from the lips of the 
man whom the nation delights to 
honor. 
At 8:05 o’clock Governor McKinley 
reached the rink. where he received 
an ovation. 
At 8:20, Chairman W. 
V. Blake introduced the speaker In a 
brief and happy speech, and the vast 
audience was hushed into silence, 
eager to catch every word which 
dropped from the Ups of the champion 
of the workingmen and mechanics of 
this great nation—the great com­ 
moner. whose motto is and ever has 
been, "Protection to home and home 
Industries.” It is estimated that over 
6,000 people were present when the 
governor commenced his address, por­ 
tions of which we give below: 
Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentle­ 
men, fellow citizens—My coming to 
East Liverpool is to me much like a 
hom ecom ing. 
I have been Journey­ 
ing here now for more than 20 years, 


and you have always given me cordial 
welcome and greeting. 
Allow me to 
express my appreciation of the kind­ 
ness accorded me, not only in the 
years gone ny, out at m e present 
time. On next Tuesday the people of 
Ohio have a sacred duty to perform, a 
duty which rests upon each and every 
citizen voter. 
Under our form of gov­ 
ernment, the citizen makes the laws 
which control the nation. 
In this we 
differ from any government in the 
world. 
But you will remember that 
the Individual does not form this gov­ 
ernment; It Is the aggregation of in 
dividuals, and as this aggregation de 
cides,oo Tuesday uext, the question as 
to which of the great parties shall 
control this state will be settled. 
A 
old axiom has It that the life of this 
nation is in its schools; but to carry 
this axiom to its fullest realization 
we should say that the life of this 
great republic rests In the combination 
of our schools and a pure home life 
The truest form of good government 
in this great land, its corner stone 
rests in the home life of the American 
people, where worth and virtue pro­ 
vide wholesome and exalted prlnci 
pies. There comes from sucb homes a 
most helpful and healthful influence 
and I am thankful, from the bottom 
of my heart, for this glorious Amen 
can home, where the inmates worship 
at a common altar and serve a com 
mon God. 
A healthful public sentiment Is 
greatly to be desired, and we are mak­ 
ing public sentiment here tonight. 
It rests with you, my fellow citizens, 
as to where this public sentiment 
shall lead, and what the outcome 
snail be in the present great political 
contest; great in more than one sense, 
as vital interests of the nation are at 
stake. 
Governor Campbell Is very anxious 
that state Issues shall be the principal 
topic of this campaign, and Democ­ 
racy in general Is vefy anxious that 
state Issues shall control. The Demo­ 
crats in Columbiana county are deeply 
Interested along the same line. 
But 
the leaders and the rank and Ale of 
the grand old Republican party are 
awake and not to be caught napping. 
They understand to a nicety the 
cause of this great anxiety on the part 
of their Democratic brethren, and 
well know that the side show state is­ 
sue Is being worked for the purpose of 
drawing attention from the actions of 
the present national administration, 
as the actions of this same national 
Democratic administration will not 
bear the light of honest scrutiny and 
keen inspection. 
Governor Campbell says that the 
Seventieth and Seventy-first general 
assemblies were wasteful In the use of 
public money. 
What I* the truth in 
the premises? Campbell says that the 
assemblies 
mentioned 
used 
more 
money 
than 
did 
the 
Sixty- 
ninth, 
which 
was 
Democratic. 
This 
statement 
is 
correct; 
but 
the whole truth Is not brought to 
light. The Sixty-ninth spent more 
money thao the Slxty-elghth. The 
Sixty-eighth spent 
more thao 
the 
Sixth-seventh. 
The 
Sixty-seventh 
spent more than the Sixty-sixth. The 


whole truth, which Governor Camp­ 
bell does not tell, is that increased 
population aud increased needs de­ 
manded Increased expenses, therefore 
demanded more money. 
You well 
know that not long since the peniten­ 
tiary at Columbus was crowded, and 
that it became necessary, In the In­ 
terests of humanity to erect another 
building, where young criminals, not 
hardened and unused to crime, might 
tie sent, and where it was possible to 
reform and make of some of them, at 
least, good citizens—useful men aud 
women. 
When I became governor of 
this grand commonwealth, half a mil­ 
lion of dollars had been expended In 
the erection of this new building. I 
recommended that the seventieth as­ 
sembly should make a large appropr la 
lion for this building, a much larger 
appropriation than that of the Sixty* 
ninth 
general 
assembly. 
I 
also 
recommended 
that 
toe 
Seventy- 
first 
general 
assembly 
should 
make a large appropriation. 
Large 
appropriations wert; also recommended 
for 
the benefit 
of Ohio’s insane 
asylum, in order that the patients 
might have tile very best of medical 
treatment—this in the name of a 
common humanity. The appropria 
tlons of the Seventieth assembly were 
greater 
in 
this particular 
than 
were those of the Sixty-ninth assem 
biy—a Id iocratic assembly. 
I ask 
you, in Hie name of a common hu­ 
manity, should 
we have curtailed 
these expenditures for the care of the 
insane. 
(Loud cries of "no-no.”) You 
must take care of the unfortunate; it 
is your bounden duty. 
Then a nice sum of money was 
recommended for the benefit of the 
Ohio asylum for epileptics, and a great 
and grand work has been accomplished 
therein. 
It is a noble charity, and is 
the only asylum of the kind, under 
governmental authority, in the world. 
Hundreds of noblemen, through Its 
beneficent care, have been returned to 
happy homes. 
Then we appropriated 186,000 to pay 
off the Wayne county bonds. 
There 
was competition over an agricultural 
station, and Wayne county bid the 
sum of $85,000; this was the best offer 
made, and Wayue county got It. Then 
Wayne county went to Campbell and 
asked Democratic authority to issue 
bonds in the sum of $85,000, and a 
Democratic legislature granted the 
plea. A Republican legislature would 
have done the same thing, of course. 
The bonds were then sold. 
The 
supreme court then decided that said 
bonds were no good, and we appro­ 
priated $85,000 to save the honor of 
Ohio. 
Did we do wrong. 
(Cries of 
"no-no.”) 
Then we appropriated $176,000, in 
order that the state of Ohio might 
make a creditable exhibit at the great 
exhibition at Chicago. The govern­ 
ment of the United .States had In­ 
vited the world to compete. 
We had 
just prjde in our grand old Buckeye 
commonwealth, and we resolved that 
Ohio should not be in the background. 
The result was that we won more 
premiums than any other state in the 
Union. Then we appropriated $90,000 
to erect monuments on the battle 


field of Chickamauga 
Every state in 
the Union which had soldiers on that 
terrible field wits engaged In erecting 
monuments to the fallen heroes. Ohio 
had more soldiers In that battle than 
any other state save Tennessee. One 
fifth of the living, the dead arid the 
dying were from Ohio. 
I was never 
so proud of my state as when, some 
six weeks ago, I stood on thut field 
and counted 55 momuments erected 
to Ohio soldiers. 
I stood 
where 
Colonel Oped yke stood on that mem­ 
orable second day of the conflict, when 
grand old Bap Thomas came riding 
up to him aud said: 
"Colonel Opedyke you must hold 
this point; it must be held ut all 
hazards.” And the gallant coloni 
made that memorable reply: 
“General Thomas, we will hold this 
line, or go up to heaven from It.” 
Thus we account for our appropria 
thins. 
Not a dollar, not a penny tiad 
been expended dishonestly; we al­ 
enu n ted for every cent. We were com 
pelled to finally secure half a million 
of dollars. The reason we wanted It 
was because we needed it; aud we 
needed 
It bad. 
Democratic hard 
times had caused our need; deprccia 
lion of property had caused tile re­ 
ceipts from taxes to be much less, and 
the revenues were insufficient to meet 
the current expenses. 
And so we 
borrowed half a million dollars; and 
we borrowed it for two and not for .'to 
years; and we gave but three tier cent, 
and not four aud five per cent, like 
unto our Democratic brethren; and 
we borrowed It from our own people 
and not from a foreign syndicate. The 
Republican party never cared much 
for such substitutes, either in time of 
peace or in the time of war. (Ringing 
applause, and a voice from out the 
audience, “and it never will.") 
I’ll 
take care of the state and her Inter 
ests until next January, by your per 
mission, and then I’ll turn It over to 
the gallant A sh Bushnell. No general 
assembly dare Interfere with local In 
terests. The people must first ask for 
It, and when they ask for It, it must 
be for the benefit of public institu 
tions. 
We havd issued bonds In tile 
last three years that we need not 
have Issued. And why? The general 
assembly issued them that the money 
might be used in the improvement of 
public parks, fer the very reason, and 
for that reason alone, that thousands 
of Idle arid suffering men might secure 
employment and thus earn enougli 
money to keep the wolf from the door. 
And this issue of bonds wan rendered 
an absolute necessity on account of 
Democratic Inefficiency and criminal 
blundering. The public Institutions 
of Ohio were never in better condition 
than they are today. They are honesti v 
and honorably controlled. The great 
public Interests have received more 
careful attention than they have for 
years. The most rigid Investigation 
of financial affairs has been courted, 
and three representative Republicans, 
associated 
with three representee 
Democrats, men of unimpeachable In­ 
tegrity and probity, have declared 
that affairs could uot be in a inure 
satisfactory condition. There are no 
dark corners In which to bide dis* 


I honorable secrets Id the executive de­ 
partment of our stale government. 
We now want them to talk about 
state affairs. 
But the 
Democracy 
does not want you 
to talk alKiut 
national affairs, or about tile awful 
condition of affairs down at Washing­ 
ton. We want you lo look very closely 
into the condition of affairs at Colum­ 
bus, a s they will bear tile very closest 
scrutiny. and our Democratic brethren 
know it full well. 
I'm free to say that I do nutlike the 
Cleveland Administration, and I am 
not alone In Mils dislike. 
It disgusts 
Republicans and Dc mer rata. 
I don't 
like tile Gorman-Wilson-sugar-trust 
bill. There It no Atuerlcau flag in It. 
It was made In the interest of Canada 
and Europe, and not in the interest of 
the United States, and the man who 
made it made It with that intention. 
It Is free trade in spot* and protection 
In spots. 
Protection in the south and 
free trade In the north. 
South Caro­ 
lina has rice at 65 cents and ohio 
nothing on wt*ol. The farmers of this 
section know Just what they lost—- 
know more about It than I can tell 
them; they have kept a strict account 
and will demand a reckoning In due 
t ime; they know what they have lost 
and they know how to gel it back. 
I don't like the tariff law which re- 
pealed tile reciprocity feature of 1890, 
a feature Introduced by that grand 
man and statesman, James G. Blaine, 
and carried Intosuch splendid consum­ 
mation bv Benjamin Harrison. 
Reci­ 
procity provided a magnificent trade 
for tho United States in other coun­ 
tries, alima half a dozen in number, 
and hundreds of millions of dollars 
were thus secured for American prod­ 
ucts. Tile blundering Democracy re­ 
pealed tills reciprocity 
measure. 
I 
don't Uke tills Democratic law for the 
reason that it docs not provide suffi 
d en t revenue to pay tim current ex­ 
penses of tile government. 
It didn’t 
do It even In the month of September, 
although the Democracy tried to doc­ 
tor the returns by refusing to pay any­ 
thing out and gathering everything 
possible in. 
As proof positive of this, 
on the first day of October tile deficit 
was Italf a million dollars, and for 12 
days tile deficit was eleven millions of 
dollars. 
What kind of flnancleringdo 
you call that. 
The Republican party took charge 
of the country in tile year IWB, when 
there was not a dollar in the treasury 
and a sullied credit against us, Tile 
civil war run tile national debt up, 
until It was between two and three 
billions of dollars. 
Benjamin Harri­ 
son reduced that Indebtedness very 
many millions of dollars, and at the 
same time vast sums were being spent 
in industrial enterprises and in build­ 
ing up the government, and the credit 
of the United States was A number 
one all over the civilized world. 
Then Grover Cleveland came on the 
scene of action and all was changed. 
A gold reserve of one hundred million 
of dollars was in the vault*; for the 
protection of the greenbacks. Cleve­ 
land attacked this in 189,J,four months 
after he came in power. Tills was the 
first time In tile history of the nation 
that such a thing had occurred. The 
reserve was reduced to slxtv-two mil­ 
lions, and Cleveland made a bond 
issue of fifty minions and brought tile 
reserve up once more. 
Again It drop­ 
ped to seventy-five millions,and brainy 
Grover made a second Issue of fifty 
millions. 
Again It was reduced to 
sixjv-two millions, and another bond 
Issue was necessary, making a total of 
about one hundred and seventy-five 
millions of bonds issued bv this astute 
financier, and still the reserve only 
reaches the sum of ninety-four mill­ 
ions. Home three hundred millions In 
bonds have been issued since the 1th 
of March 1895, and there are still one 
hundred and slxtv-two millions on 
the market, on which we are paving 
four and five per cent Interest. Grover 
Is like the man who was determined 
to be honest and pay his debts, even lf 
he had to borrow money to do It. 
What will tile Republican party do 
when it again comes Into power? 
What it always has dorie—hold up the 
credit of the country. 
I dou't know 
just what rate of tariff we will put on; 
but It will be an American tariff from 
top to bottom: a tariff which will pro­ 
tect the entire nation, north and 
south; tariff on everything we pro­ 
duce ourselves; free trade for every­ 
thing we need and don’t produce. 
You will remember that the Immor­ 
tal Lincoln was noted for his homely 
wisdom and appropriate replies to 
troublesome questions. 
Some one 
asked him what the proper length was 
for a man’s legs. 
Lincoln replied that 
It depended on surrounding circum­ 
stances. But this was not satisfactory 
to the interrogator, and be pressed 
the subject, until the president, with 
the appearance of deep thought con­ 
trolling hlm.soberlysald, “Well-—well; 
I think a man’s legs should be about 
long eoough to reach from his body 
to the ground.” The
